Five Councilmen 
or Seven?

^ Should the Torrance City Council membership be in­ 
creased from five couricilmen to seven?

It i« timely to ask this question now because Tor- 
rance'g population, which stands at 67,459, has tripled 
within five years and shows every indication of increasing at a
•pectacular rate.

There Is one factor which speaks highly In favor of a 7-man 
rather than a 5-man council.

It would be more difficult for councilmen to form cliques
•nd vote ax a block. Furthermore, it would be less Ukely that

^decisions in major controversial Issues would depend on one
"pivotal vote an \n apt to be th» case with a 5-man council Where

one councilman mast often shoulder the burden of deciding the
tale of an issue.

Aside from this consideration, there are a number of factors 
which apeak both for and against a 7-man council.

Among seven cities canvassed whose population \* about the
•-Mftif as or more than that of Torrance, five of them have a 5-man 
">uncil and two of them have a 7-man council. (Cities canvassed 
Include Burbank, 5; Santa Monica, 7; Compton, 5; Inglewood, 5; 
South Gate, 5; Pasadena, 7; Olendale. 5.)

^ On the. basin of these figures, the benefits of a 5-man or 
7 man council seem to be purely arbitrary since Pasadena, wifh 
9 population of J 17.564, uses a 7-man council while Glendale, with 
i population of 115,164, is obviously content with a 5-man coun­ 
cil. Similarly Burbarik (population 92,904) has five councilmen 
while Santa Monica (population 78,203) has seven councilman.

One of the values of a 5-man council i» that decisions are 
reached more rapidly and that fnere is less chance of prolonged 
bickering and confusion.

However a 7-man council is more apt to make more studied 
and more representative decision*. With the city's problems Ln-

^crfasing aw they do In a growing community, the work load 
would also be lessened and spread out more evenly where there
• re seven instead of only five councilmen to sharp it.

We £c«l that t'he pros and cons of the is*uo deserves serious 
consideration by members of the city council as well as Torrance 
residents, if for- no other reason than to take Inventory of what 
we have and to assure ourselves of Its adequacy or inadequacy 
for future action.
